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Mr.  Chairrac.n  and  Gentleraen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Health  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1970. 

ihe  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population 
of  the  Urban  District  to  be  4,510  one  hundred  greater  than  the 
estimate  for  1969  and  230  greater  than  the  estimate  for  1968. 

There  v/ere  51  live  births  compared  v/ith  71  in  1969  and 
74  in  1868  the  birth  rate  dropping  from  16  to  11,2  per  1,000 
population.  There  were  no  stillbirths.  Three  infants  died  in 
the  first  3^ear  of  life,  two  of  them  in  the  first  week. 

Fiftynine  persons  from  the  Urban  area  died  during  the 
year.  Thirty  of  these  deaths  v/ere  from  heart  and  circulatory 
disease  and  strokes.  Cancer  was  responsible  for  13  deaths. 

There  wore  no  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  but  one  ne*j  case  of 
the  disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 

I v;ish  to  thank  Mr.  Collins  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
the  Clerk  and  all  the  other  council  officials  for  their  help 
during  the  3^ear. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  council 
for  their  interest  and  support.

The  supply  of  water  to  these  communities  was  plentiful  and 
satisfactorily  mo.intained.  The  Merioneth  v.'ater  Board  became 
the  statutory  water  undertaking  for  the  County  on  the  1st  April, 
1965,  but  the  Tywyn  Urban  District  Council  continued  to  operate 
the  town's  supply  as  Agents  to  the  Board  until  31st  October,  1965. 

The  Supply  is  of  an  excellent  bacteriological  standard.  Close 
liason  is  maintained  between  the  Council  and  the  Merioneth  V/ater 
Board  v;ho  carry  out  most  of  the  sampling.

The  fiberdyfi  Sewage  Scheme  was  completed  during  the  early  weeks 
of  1968,  and  became  operational  imraediately  the  machinery  was 
installed.  Crude  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  discharging  into  the 
Dovey  Estuary  but  it  is  masccrated  during  puiiping operations.  The 
puiaping  system  is  controlled  by  a lunar  clock  and  the  pumping 
cycle  is  set  to  operate  on  the  ebb  tide.  The  scheme  has  functioned 
satisfactorily  and  no  com.plaints  respecting  beach  pollution  have 
been  notified.  The  outlet  of  the  discharge  Pipe  into  the  Estuary 
is  to  be  e::t ended  some  10  - 15  ft.  and  this  will  be  carried  out 
when  the  tides  are  suitable.

The  gravitation  systems  and  Pumping  Stations  functioned 
satisfactorily.  A third  pumping  unit  has  been  installed  at  the 
Morfa  Pumping  Station.  A new  pumping  station  and  rising  main 
has  been  constructed  at  Faonol  Isaf,  Ty\-/yn,  which  will  enable 
a further  development  of  approximately  150  houses. 


Bryncrug , 


The  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks  have  been  duplicated.  Two  additional 
settling  tanks  and  dosing  syphon  chamJeers , , a 30  ft.  diameter 
biological  filter  with  m.echanical  spreaders  and  a humus  tank 
have  been  constructed.  The  works  can  now  treat  a community 
comprising  600  persons,  A nev/  Pumping  Station  has  been 
constructed  at  Maestegfryn  Housing  Development. 


The  sewage  pumping  stations  and  disposal  vjorks  serving  this 
village  functioned  satisfactorily.  Effluent  samples  token  for 
analysis  by  the  Gwynedd  River  Authority  proved  to  be  satisfa.ctory, 

Cwrt  and  Pennal  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme . 

V/ork  is  now  in  progress  with  the  construction  of  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  and  laying  of  the  Sewer, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  system  of  public  cleansing  operating  in  the  District  is 
collection  of  refuse  by  a 20  cubic  yard  Pakomatic  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicle, weekly  collections  are  miointained  for  the 
majority  of  properties  in  the  district.  The  outlying  properties 
are  collected  every  two  weeks.  Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out 
by  controlled  tipping  at  the  two  disposal  tips  situate  at  Tywyn 
and  Abordyfi  respectively.  The  tips  are  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  ma.nner. 


Public,  Conveniences . 

The  several  public  conveniences  in  the  district  were  maintained 
in  a satisfactory  condition,  both  structurally  and  sanitary 
throughout  the  year.  Some  mis-use  of  the  conveniences  was 
experienced  through  the  activities  of  vandals.

In  addition  the  Aberdyfi  and  T3rwyn  sewers  were  twice 
treated  during  the  year  and  regular  treatments  carried  out  on  the 
Council's  two  Refuse  Depositories.

The  Council's  Caravan  Site  situated  at  Ynysynaengwyn  wad 
opened  at  Easter,  1966.  The  site  provided  for  30  caravans 
at  the  onset  but  owing  to  the  demand,  the  site  licence  was 
increased  to  forty  five  and  subsequently  to  130.  An  additional 
toilet  block  v/as  constructed  at  a cost  of  £3,000.  In  addition 
to  this  planning  consent  was  obtained  for  the  siting  of  tents 
and  an  adjoining  building  was  converted  into  a toilet  and 
shower  block  for  both  sexes.  There  are  21  established  sites 
in  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  with  licences  for  1,769 
carave.ns .

No  applications  were  received  for  licences  in  respect 
of  new  private  slaughterhouses.  Adequate  facilities  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  the  local  butchers  are  provided  at  the  existing 
slaughterhouse  owned  by  the  Tywyn  li/Tiolesale  Meat  Co.  Ltd. 

The  general  conditions  at  the  slaughterhouse  have  been 
well  maintained  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  most 
satisfactory.  The  work  on  the  provision  of  additional  facilities 
under  the  new  legislation  has  been  satisfactorily  completed.  The 
stunning  pen  has  proved  particularly  beneficial  in  ensuring  the 
maximum  safety  and  absence  of  cruelty. 

^All  meat  was  inspected  prior  to  leaving  the  slaughter- 
house a.nd  was  of  excellent  cfuality  throughout  the  year.  Regular 
visits  iio  the  slaughterhouse  are  made  by  the  Divisional  Vetinerary 
Officer  who  alwa.ys  reported  the  slaughterhouse  to  be  in  an 
excellent  state  of  cleanliness, 

^ ^ The  transport  and  handling  of  all  meat  has  been  carried 

out  satisfactorily,  every  precaution  being  taken  to  prevent  the 
soiling  and  contamination  of  dreissed  carcasses  and  offal.

Food  Hygiene . 

There  are  117  food  premises  in  the  district,  comprising  of 
9 hotels  and  licensed  premises,  37  guest  and  boarding  houses, 

12  cafes  and  restaurants,  24  grocers  ( including  green-grocers) 

2 fish  frying  restaurants,  2 bakehouses,  6 school  canteens, 

3 butcher  shops  and  12  confectioners  shops.  In  addition  there 
are  the  30  ice-cream  premises  previously  mentioned  in  the 
report  although  some  of  these  are  includeddn  the  premises 
listed  oJsovo,

Every  premises  to  which  this  act  applies  have  been  duly 
registered  with  the  Local  Authority  and  the  general  standard 
of  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  is  good.  The 
total  number  of  registered  premises  is  ninety  five. 


The  standard  of  hygiene  and  cleanliness  at  these  premises 
was  generally  found  to  be  quite  good  and  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  several  improvements  were  effected  during  the  year.  In 
particular  it  was  found  that  a nuiober  of  shops  had  installed 
refrigerated  food  display  cabinets.  An  increa.sing  number  of 
shopkeepers,  too,  are  displaying  their  goods  in  transparent 
wrapped  containers  which  provide  good  protection  against 
external  contamination.  This  indicated  an  improved  awareness 
of  the  need  for  good  hygiene  in  the  food  catering  industry.
